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A combination for managing the involuntary loss of bladder control comprising/ 
a) an anti-incontinent agent capable of reducing urinary loss; / 
5 b) a first wrapper enclosing said anti-incontinent agent; / 

c) an absorbent article positioned adjacent to said wrapped anti-ipcontinent 
agent, said absorbent article capable of absorbing urine thajns involuntarily 
lost; and / 

d) a pouch enclosing said wrapped anti-incontinent agen* and said absorbent 
10 article to reduce the likelihood of embarrassing incontinent incidents. 

2. The combination of claim 1 wherein said anti-incontipent agent is a drug capable 
of inhibiting bladder contractions. / 

15 3. The combination of claim 2 wherein said druc/is orally administered. 

4. The combination of claim 2 wherein said/drug is transdermal^ administered. 

5. The combination of claim 1 wherein ysaid anti-incontinent agent is a device capable 
20 of supporting the bladder neck. / 

6. The combination of claim 1 wherein said anti-incontinent agent is a device capable 
of obstructing the urethra. / 

25 7. The combination of claim/| wherein said absorbent article is disposable and 

constructed of a liquid pervious topsheet, a liquid impervious backsheet joined to 
said topsheet, and an /absorbent core disposed between said topsheet and said 
backsheet, said absorbent core containing super absorbent polymer. 

30 8. The combination of claim 1 wherein said pouch has a first and second end and a 
first and second side edge formed between said ends, said first end is folded over 
said absorbent article and overlaps said second end. 

9. The combination of claim 1 wherein said first wrapper and said pouch are formed 
35 of different materials. 
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10. A combination for managing the involuntary loss of bladder control comprising: 

a) an drug capable of reducing urinary loss; 

b) a first wrapper enclosing said drug; 

c) an absorbent article positioned adjacent to said drug, said ab^drbent article 
capable of absorbing urine that is involuntarily lost; 

d) a second wrapper enclosing said disposable absorbent apficle; and 

e) a pouch enclosing said wrapped drug and said wrappea disposable 
absorbent article to reduce the likelihood of embarrassing incontinent 
incidents. 

11. The combination of claim 10 wherein said drug is administered orally. 

1 2. The combination of claim 1 0 wherein said drug \s administered transdermally. 
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p 15 13. The combination of claim 1 1 wherein said fij^t wrapper is a blister pack. 
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14. The combination of claim 12 wherein there are a plurality of said disposable 
absorbent articles assembled into a package.

c) a disposable absorbent article positioned adjacent to said wrapped vaginal 
insert, said disposable absorbent article capable of absorbing urine that is 
involuntarily lost; 

d) a seconcr wrapper enclosing said disposable absorbent article; and 
30 e) a pouctf enclosing said wrapped vaginal insert and said wrapped 

disposable absorbent article to reduce the likelihood of embarrassing 
incontinent incidents. 

17. The combination of claim 16 wherein said vaginal insert is expandable and non- 
35 absorbent. 
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18. The combination of claim 17 wherein said pouch has a first end, a second end, A 
first edge and a second side edge formed between said first and second end^, 
said first end is folded over said absorbent article and overlaps said seconcz end.
